It may' be ſo: and we ſee very plainly t to 
what all this would tend. But ſuppoſe now, 
that I was to point Mr. Wefley to that glo- 
rious Luminary in yonder Heavens, whoſe 
bright Effulgence Atte the Day; and 
was to tell him very gravely, that Hat re- 
ſplendent Orb ſends forth or cauſes that Light 
by which we ſee the Objects around us: Sup- 
poſe alſo, that to morrow, (or eight and 
twenty Years hence, it matters not) I was to 
tell him as gravely, that it ſends forth no- 
thing but Darkneſs: and then in order to 
make my Aſſertion good, I was to have re- 

courſe to the mereſt Chicanery and jeſuitical 
Sophiſtry ; to prove, that though the Expreſ- 
fions were different, they meant the ſame 
Thing: that Darkneſs might be made appear 
to ſignify Light, and Light Darkneſs.

And would ſuch an open ingenuous 
Conduct beſpeak you a Jot leſs perfect, than 
to act as you now. do? 

But give me leave, Sir, to tell you, what I 
humbly conceive to be the chief Cauſe ofyour 
falling into ſuch dangerous Errors both in 
Principle and. Practice. I make no doubt but 
it is owing to your oppoſing ſo vehemently. 
your rejecting ſo contemptuouſly, and treating 
lo profanely thoſe glorious Doctrines of FREE 
f GN. 
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GRACE, upon whioh the Salvation of Sinners 
principally depends; which are a Source of 
Comfort and Support to a believing Soul, 
when every other Source and Refuge fails: 
I meanGOD's everlaſting Purpoſes of Love to 
loſt Sinners ; together with the Stability of the 
Covenant of Grace, which is ordered in all 
Things and ſure; and is not left to the Free- 
will and Powerof fallen Man, fo that he, a poor 
weak Worm, may fruſtrate all the glorious 
Deſigns of the Omnipotent GOD therein, if he 

think fit. Ys i 
Since you deny, reject, and deſpiſe theſe 
fundamental Truths of GOD, which are re- 
vealed fo clearly in the Scriptures; fince you 
wilfully ſhut your Eyes againſt the cleareſt 
Light; is it not juſt in GOD to ſuffer you to 
wander in the delufive Paths of Error, and to 
ſtumble upon the dark Mountains of Pre- 
ſumption? When you rejected theſe leading 
Doctrines of FREE GRACE, you were under 
a Neceſſity of ſubſtituting ſomething in their 
ſtead, to make your Scheme hang together at 
all: and from hence proceeds that numerous 
Swarm of Arminian Herefies which you have 
nouriſhed and ſent forth into the World. From 
hence ſprung that fond Device, of ſuſpending 
Man's final Salvation upon the attenuated 
Thread of his own Faithfulneſs to Grace 
given; which is not capable of bearing its 
own, much leſs an immenſe Weight; which 
is liable to be broke by every blaſt of Tempta- 
+1 8 tion; 
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tion; and, were it really the Cafe, no Man 
could poſhbly be ſaved. Hence aroſe your 
mean, diſparaging Thoughts of CurisT's 
GLORIOUS RIGHTEOUSNESS, and your de- 
nying one peculiar Property of .it, which 1s, 
that it will be the Believer's Righteouſneſs to 
juſtify him at the laſt Day, as much as the 
firſt Moment he believed : for whoſoever ſhall 
be found without this wedding Garment in 
that Great Day, (whatſoever elſe he may have 
to plead) will be caft into outer Darkneſs, 
where there is weeping and gnaſhing of Teeth. 
And from hence alſo, as a natural Conſe- 

ence of the former Error concerning the 
Righteouſneſs of Cyr1sT, iſſued that perfect 
Maſter-piece of Arminian Deluſion, the

A 
Truth — which the Scriptures abound with 
ſuch pregnant Proofs of, that he who runs 
may read ; and which St. Paul in particular, 
aſſerts in ſuch plain, direct, and poſitive 
Terms, that none can doubt of his meaning, 
without firſt ſuppoſing that, like Mr. Weſley, 
he ſays one thing and means another; or that 
he couches his meaning under ſuch ambi- 
guous Expreſſions, as to mean either the 
Thing he ſeems to expreſs, or the direct con- 
trary, as may happen to ſuit his Purpoſe beſt. 
A Truth — which has been cordially received 
and embraced in the Church of GOD in all 
Ages ; which has ſtood the Attacks of all the 
Men of perverſe Minds, who have oppoſed it, 
from the beginning ; and which the Gates of 
Hell ſhall never prevail againſt. A Truth— 
which often yields ſuch Peace and Stability to 
a Soul in a dark or tempted Hour, that many 
would utterly faint, if they did not hope aſ- 
ſuredly, from his Faithfulneſs to his Cove- 
nant-Promiſes, to ſee again the Goodneſs and 
the Mercy of the Lox D towards them, not- 
withſtanding every preſent Diſcouragement. 
Therefore I think I might addreſs you with

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your own vehement Adjuration, with much 


more Propriety and Reaſon than you did Mr.
